The applicant's amendment filed 6/17/09 has overcome the technical deficiencies and the 
prior art rejection. Claims 2-3, 5-10, 26-27, 29-34, 36 and 39-44 are allowed because the prior art 
of record fails to suggest "the first inverter, the second inverter, the N-channel transistor and the 
P-channel transistor" as combined in claim 5, 29 and 39.
